1. DRS. HARRIS, COCHIN, AND ANDERSON, ACCOMPANIED BY SCIATT, MET 
ON 3 OCTOBER WITH DR. BROCARD, SECRETAIRE GENERALE DE L'ORDRE

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VAILLE FEELS THAT PRACTICING FRENCH PHYSICIANS COULD CONCEIVEABLY BE 
CONVINCED TO CHANGE TO SYNTHETIC SUBSTITUTES IF REPEAT IF SATISFACTOR 
Y 

SUBSTITUTES WERE AVAILABLE, BUT STRESSED THAT THIS CONVERSION 
REQUIRING AN ATTITUDINAL CHANGE BY PHYSICIANS WOULD BE VERY SLOW AND 
COULD CERTAINLY NOT BE DICTATED BY SUDDEN GOVERNMENTAL FIAT. 

TO COMPLEMENT INFORMATION PROVIDED DURING DISCUSSIONS. DR. VAILLE 
WILL PROVIDE GROUP, THROUGH SCIATT, MATERIALS ON ATTITUDES OF 
FRENCH PHYSICIANS AND ON PHARMACEUTICAL USAGE IN FRANCE.

3. DR VAILLE STATED THAT FRENCH VIEW DRUG ABUSE PREVENTION IN

STRONG ENFORCEMENT AGAINST DRUG TRAFFICKERS AND BY STRICT REGU- 
LATION, CONTROL ON PRESCRIPTION DRUGS, 2) A POPULACE ENLIGHTENED 
TO DRUG-ABUSE DANGERS VIA MEDIA THEY TRUST, 3) TREATMENT AND CARE 
OF 'EARLY" NON ADDICTED ABUSERS, 4) CARE, CURE, AND READAPTATION 
OF HARDER ADDICTS. DR VAILLE NOTED THAT WHILE NO ONE IN GOF IS 
VERY OPTIMISTIC ABOUT CURING HARD ADDICTS, THE GOF HAS NEVERTHELESS 
LAUNCHED A PROGRAM OF "CURE" AND "POST-CURE" (REHABILITATION- 
READAPTATION) CENTERS. 

4. DR VAILLE STATED THAT FRENCH ATTITUDE IN TREATING ADDICTS IS TO 
COMBINE PSYCHIATRIC COUNSELING WITH CLINICAL SYMPTOMATIC THERAPY. 
FOR EXAMPLE, A PATIENT IN A DEPRESSIVE STATE MAY BE TRESTED WITH 
STANDARD ANTI-DEPRESSANTS INSTEAD OF SPECIAL PHARMACEUTICALS. 

5. AS PREVIOUSLY REPORTED (REF B), FRENCH ATTITUDE TOWARD METHADONE 
REMAINS SIGNALLY UNENTHUSIASTIC. TWO FRENCH PHYSICIANS ARE NONETHE- 
LESS 

CURRENTLY PREMITTED BY THE MINISTRY OF PUBLIC HEALTH TO PRESCRIBE

6. FRENCH VERY INTERESTED, HOWEVER, IN POSSIBILITY OF NARCOTIC

TESTS BEING INITIATED IN U.S. ON ANTAGONISTS, DR VAILLE ENTHU- 
SIASTICALLY ACCEPTED OFFER.
